A Saskatchewan farmer relates 
his experience in sheep raising as / 
follows: “We kept 40 ewes through 
the winter of 1925-6 and fed them on 
ont sheaves, chaff and hay consist¬ 
ing of a mixture of wild upland hay, 
slough hay and sweet clover. Tho 
next spring the ewes dropped 4 4 
lambs, all of which we raised. Tho 
wether lambs were sold for $9 each 
aud the ewes were kept for breed¬ 
ing purposes. Tho wool clip aver¬ 
aged about 7 pounds per head ami 
■old for 35 cents per pound. We find 
that sheep will keep the cultivated 
land free of weeds if they are allow¬ 
ed to pasture on it.”

Mr. lloc> was once a poor imnil- 
Riant lad, who caino to Canada from 
Ireland in 1909 at the age of 26. and 
first took a Job In a Montreal tan i 
nery, washing and stretching hides, 
for $7 a week. Aft* r two months he 
had saved enough to take him to 
Fort Frances, where he got work rt 
$100 a year, and saved enough to 
take a five year course at Wesley 
College, Winnipeg, where he grad 
tinted In 1913. Then ho went farming, 
became a pioneer In tin* Farmers' 
movement, ami by 1923 was in Par¬ 
liament at Ottawa, where he proudly 
told of his struggles: 

“We svxmetimes hear of men living 
on one meal a day. '1 his particular 
immigrant lived for lour days on one 
meal. I remember on one occa-lon he 
lived for live days on one ineah and 
In the last six weeks of tin* year in 
which he graduated he lived for ten 
cents a day. 

“He was denied the privilege of 
willing home to his parents because 
he did not have the money for post* i 
ago. He graduated, and Is today a 
member of the Dominion Parliament, 
lie Is still la his thirties, and by :iu 
means a physical wreck." 

The Liberal party will face the 
electors with a new leader, Mr. Hugh 
A. Robson, K.G., recently chosen to 
succeed Hon. T. C. Norris, who had 
boen In the Legislature since 1896.

Onc of World’s Wonders 

Porcelain Tower of China Was 261 
Feet High 

The famous Porcelain Tower of 
China has been spoken of as one of 
the wonders of the world. It stood n 
little Way outside the gate of An* 
king, says a writer in the New York 
Times, on an eminence in the 
grounds of n Buddhist monastery. 

Octagonal in form. Its nine stories 
tapered from tin* haso to the top. 
which was 261 feet above the 
ground. The first story was 120 feet 
in circumference an 1 the top was 
reached by a spiral stairway. Mach 
story was devoted to one room, rich¬ 
ly painted and gilded with small gol¬ 
den idols sot in niches. 

The body of the tower was of 
brick, faced with porcelain tiles 01 
many brilliant colors. Each story 
v. as d< fined by a projecting cornice 
of green tiles, with golden bells 
hanging from the points. 

The roof was copper, topped by a 
thirty foot mast surmounted by a 
gilded ball. The mast was set In 
an Immense ornate iron hall, em¬ 
bossed with many symbolic figures. 
This ball was Used as n receptable 
for the treasures of the monastery, 
th* hollow InUtior being filled 
with jewels, gold, silver, pearls, bolts 
of silks, satins and brocades, books 
of ancient medical lore, rare medl-l 
clncs and thousands of strings of 
cash. 

Only by a difficult engineering feat 
could this great 1 all of iron, weigh¬ 
ing twenty-four tons and measuring 
thirty-six feet In circumference, have 
been placed on its pedestal high 
above the ground.

Science lias b**cn 
at work and ins discovered that the 
mosses and muskeg along the Hud¬ 
son's Bay Railway constitute an Im¬ 
mense* raw mat* rill that can be sue- 
cess hilly utilized for manufacturing 
alcohol. These mu«kegs are entirely 
different from those of Eastern 
Canada. They contain no tannic 
acid, but have huml * acid In large 
quantities, which can be made the 
basis of an important fertilizer, be¬ 
ing the food for the bacteria which 
attra ts (he nitrogen so necessary in 
propagating vegetable life; so It 
would appear possible* that there 
will be other industries in the north 
than mining, fishing and paper mak¬ 
ing.

The anaesthetic for 
the relief of pain, and the antiseptic 
for the prevention of Infection In i 
wounds, w* re nlomi great slops of, 
tlu* past seventy-five years. 

Progress Is yet far from finished,! 
according to Mr. L**e K'. Frankel. 
second vice presold* nt of the Metro¬ 
politan Life Insurance Company, in 
a recent declaration. "At least ten 
years more.” ho says, "could be add 
od to the prevailing expectation of .

Lifting Huge Railroad Bridge 

Remarkable Feat Being Carried Out 
in South Africa 

Nearly S.OOO mile* from Capetown, 
In the sweltering heat of Northern 
Rhodesia, one of the biggest engin¬ 
eering feats ever attempted In 
Africa, Is In progress In the lifting 
of the Knfun railway bridge, which 
Im 1,S89 feet long anil weighs 910 
tons. 

The bridge consists of 13 spans, 
and In otu* of the longest In Africa. 
With the aid If 28 hydraulic Jacks, 
not two feet long, this huge hulk Is 
gradually being lifted from Its 20- 
year-old foundation to make It Im¬ 
mune’front the annual threat of 
flooding by th** sluggish waters of 
the Kafuo. 

Truffle is allowed over th** bridge 
v lien nil Is made secure after each 
successive lift. Tho total height tin* 
bridge Is to be lifted Is five feet, and 
each lift Is of ten Inches. 

When a lift Is made the Jacks are 
placed In position under the saddling 
girder, which Joins tin* spans togeth¬ 
er. Each span Is worked by two na¬ 
tives under tin* orders of a white 
man, there being other hoys to do 
the Jacking as tho bridge ascends 
two inches at a time. 

As tho bridge rises, huge wooden 
wedges are inserted and under a 
steady pressure pushed homo, so that 
the weight Is automatically taken 
off tho Jack. When each lift is com¬ 
pleted a concrete block Is swung In¬ 
to place on each pier and cemented 
Into posit bin. 

When completed tho work of rais¬ 
ing tin* bridge will have necessitat¬ 
ed no fewer than 1.000 concrete 
blocks, 1,800 hags of cement, and 
hundreds of foot of timber. 

The cost will ho $35,000.

An outdoor museum which may 
he done on the “fly” Is now In pro¬ 
cess ot completion In Western dan- 
nil a, and travellers during the com¬ 
ing season can “do” this collection 
from a train window. This unique, 
panorama like museum Is n large col¬ 
lection of fine old Indian totem 
| poles. 

Tho outdoor museum ts being cn- 
tnhllshed by tho Department of In¬ 
dian Affairs, and exports from tho 
Government Museum are now nt 
work preserving the poles so that 
the wood will not decay further 
from exposure to weather. As good 
specimens *>f these Indian carvings 
are becoming rare, the collection has 
considerable value, as well an being 
picturesque. 

Harlan I. Smith, representative of 
the Government Museum, was nt 
Kltwangn. British Columbia, In 1925. 
and 1926, directing the preservation 
or eighteen poles nml two totem fig¬ 
ures, and this year poles nt Gylscg- 
yucln and nearby stations are to bo 
put Into condition as permanent ex¬ 
hibits.

viously cultivated on the ground to 
bo used. Again if the pre\ious crops 
of the legume to be sown have been 
unsuccessful, inoculation is advisa¬ 
ble. Even when on account of un¬ 
usual fertility tho crop has grown 
well without inoculation, if the root 
nodules which indicate the presence 
of bacteria are lacking, it is well to 
inoculate In order to prevent the de¬ 
pletion of the soil's supply of nitro- I 
gen. Inoculation is also necessary t 
when a legume is to be grown after 
a lapse of several years, as the bac¬ 
teria die off when the host plant is 
absent.

Town Can Make Its 
Own Pound Bylaws 

Tin* new Town and Village Acts 
which were passed at the last ses¬ 
sion of the provincial legislature* 
have now come into force by the 
proclamation of the lieutenant gov¬ 
ernor in couucil, and became effec¬ 
tive on Sunday, May 1st. 

These acts received the official 
approval of lion. K. G. Reid, pro¬ 
vincial treasurer and minister of 
municipal affairs, prior to being 
proclaimed. 

One of the outstanding features 
of both the Town and Village* Acts 
is tho compulsory assessment of 
buildings and improvements, thus 
discarding the obsolete single tax 
system of raising funds to carry 
on municipal government. 

This now act also extends the 
voters franchise to tenants of an 
assessed parcel of land and to their 
relatives in the person of wife, 
husband, son or daughter.
